Hamilton, .Jim. '2. — One of the old- 
est residents of Hamilton died on New 
Year'H dav. Miss Isabella lleid was 
bora i" Stirlingshire,Scotlaud, in 1S04, 
barae to Hamilton in 1 S33, and lias 
resided hero ever since, rather more 
than half a century, Though almost 
eighty years old she was well in health 
and gave promise of living to extreme 
old aco. But on Sunday, the 23rd 
ultimo, while standing before a grate 
tire tier dress took tire, and before it 
could be put out Miss Reid wassevure 
ly burned on her hands, arm and side, 
and ultimately died from its effects. 

YVinn'ipkc, Man., Jan. 3. — The Rev. 
Mr. Rounthwaite, of Rountb waite, 
near Brandon, Man., while making a 
Christmas call was seized witli a pain 
in the heart and half an hour after- 
wards was dead. 

Kingston, Jan. — Augustus Blair, 
while climbing over a fence late on 
Tuesday night, got his foot caught be- 
tween the gate-post and the fence and 
fell backward. Being drunk ho was 
unable to release himself, and he was 
suspended by his boot for half an hour 
before being discovered by passers by. 
He was released when on the eve of 
death. Blair has a bad reputation, and 
whon he got his foot caught he was 
getting in the back way to beat hia 
wife. 

Toronto, Jan. 2. — Last night the 
store of J. A J. Lugtjdin, Yonge Htreet, 
was broken open and robbed of costly 
furs to the amount of over S'2,000. 
Five years ago the sarue firm mot with 
a similar loss and never recovered a 
dollar's worth. The matter was kept 
quiet at the time. A short, time 
ago one of the detectives informod 
Mr. Lugsdin that their store was being 
watched. Every precaution that could 
be taken to guard against burglary was 
taken, anil a light was kept burning 
brilliantly all night. At 9 o'clock 
Nightwatchman Burrows tried the lock 
and found it all right. Ile'Vvas obliged 
to go to No. 1 Station with a prisonor. 
About 10:30 he found the door broken 
open and on entering found evidence 
of a wholesale robbery, goods being 
scattered all over the floor. Mr. Lugs- 
din was sent for at once and found sev- 
eral expensive Persian lamb and seal- 
akin sacques gono. A row of his best 
furs were hanging on a rod which bad 
been pulled down. The inside window- 
had been|raised and a sealskin sacque 
worth §300 abstracted from that 
quarter. The lock of the door had 
been forced off The remarkable part 
of tbe affair is that all this could have 
been done at such an early hour, while 
so many persons were passing, without 
attracting any one's attention. The 
job was evidently the work of a gang. 

French Finance. 

It has been puzzling to those who 
have followed French finance and un- 
derstood the exact condition of affairs, 
to find the government of France en- 
gaging in expensive foreign enterprises. 
There has been a growing deficit in the 
French budget for several years, and 
it at length became necessary to con- 
siner whether the deficiency should be 
made good by increased taxation or by 
loan. Owing to the political unrest, 
prevailing, the idea of increased taxa- 
tion was abandoned, and a loan of 
400,000,000 francs was to have been 
negotiated early this year. But a syn- 
dicate of capitalists, with the Roth- 
schilds at its head, has come to the re 
lief of the administration with an offer 
to buy the state railroads for 420,000,- 
000 francs. This offer will, doubtless, 
be accepted. It will enable the execu- 
tive to carry on its schemes of aggrand- 
izement for some time without adding, 
apparently, to tbe hurdens of the peo- 
ple,but the truth will, doubtless, soon 
dawn upon the French that they have 
been paying very dearly for the pirati- 
cal policy of their government by a 
sacrifice of national property which 
should never have been made. If the 
republican government in France is 
driven to such financial straits in a J 
time of profound peace and average 
prosperity in Europe, what would be 
itB position Mere it engaged in a war 
with Germany, Italy or Austria? It is 
is quite plain to on-lookers that tiie 
foragn policy of France at the present 
time is unnecessarily weakening the 
country, scattering its army and navy, 
and crippling its financial resources.

DELAYED DISPATCHES. 

EASTERN STATES. 
Newark, N J , Jan. 14. — Delmoni- 
co's body was found at Orange moun- 
tain, in the woods near General Mc- 
Clelland's summer bouse, at 10 o'clock 
this morning, by two bo vs. No marks 
of violence. Nothing was missing 
from tho body. It is probable Del- 
mohico, after leaving the elevated rail- 
way train, went at once to tho Penn- 
sylvania railroad ferry, whero he 
boarded the first train for Newark. 
After wandering about in the neigh- 
borhood when 1 Ilia gloves and other, 
memoranda wen; found, he walked to 
Broad street and boarded one of the 
horse cars running between Newark 
and Orange. It is probable he did 
not know in what direction he was 
going, and that when the car arrived 
at the terminus of the road lie walked 
in a dazed condition along the North 
field road and wandered into the 
woods. The night was intensely cold, 
the temperature nearly zero and be- 
numbed by cold he probably lay down 
to sleep and was frozen to death. 

New York, -Ian. II. — Deltnonico 
died prolablyon Jan. 6th. About 2 
o'clock that morning, John Uieffentltal, 
who works for a fanner on Orange 
Mountain, while driving from Mont 
Clair to Orange, saw a man leaning 
wearily against a fence at the junction 
of the road leading from Orange to 
Mont Clair. He is certain now- that 
it was Delmonico, He hailed Diefl- 
enthal and begged shelter. Tin; farmer 
said the speech of the wayfarer was so 
thick that he could scarcely understand 
him. Delmoniuo's speech has been 
thick since his trouble came on. The 
night, was bitterly cold, but the farmer 
was afraid of tramps, and instead of 
taking tho man into the wagon, drove 
on, after directing him to Orange, a 
mile distant. Tho wanderings of the 
unfortunate man from this point can 
on 1 v be conjectured. lie probablv 
went aimlessly along the road on the 
mountain until overcome with cold, and 
laid down and was frozen to death. 
Tho Orange police took charge of the 
body and notified the friends in Now 
York. 

Nashville, Tenn., .Ian. 12. — Con- 
siderable excitement was created to-day 
by a fight between Judge Allen, of the 
criminal court, and Judge Ferris, of 
the county court. The affair grew out 
of a remark made in the county court 
by Judge Ferris. Each seized the 
other by tho throat, but being separated 
both drew knives, but were prevented 
from using them. Both stand high in 
the community. 

Salt Lakh, Jan. 14. —Apostle Teas- 
dale, in tho tabernacle sermon yester- 
day, said: "Don't go back on one prin- 
ciple of tbe gospel. 1 believe in plu- 
ral marriage as much as I do in bap- 
tism for remission of sins. I will not 
give up one of my principles. Do not 
fear to faco man as for God. I would 
fear to go behind the veil and meet 
those who would know I had given up 
the first principle of tbe gospel. Bear 
testimony that plural marriage is a ne- 
cessity. The church cannot exist with- 
out it. It is one of the landmarks of 
the church." 

New York, Jan. i4. — Three four- 
story free warehouses, belonging to 
Lawrence A* Co., burned this morning. 
Total loss, 8230,000. 

BnirjGETON, Jan. 14. — The Baptist 
Church at Port Morris, N.J., burned 
yesterday. Two hundred children were 
attending Sunday School at tho time 
but were removed unharmed. 

Boston, Jan. 14. — Within the past 
three weeks there has been an alarming 
frequency of boldly perpetrated and 
brutal assaults on respectable citizens 
committed for some purpose of r ibbery, 
until now it is considered absolutely 
unsafe to walk on the public highways 
between the Common and Dover .-treets, 
either late at night or early in the 
morning.

Dublin, Jan. 14— Both tho Orange 
and Nationils meeting*, announced at the 
Black Lion hotel, Boyle, yesterday, wore 
prohibited by the government.

IIo Tenders Some Very Good 
Advice to ministers. 

(New York Journal, December u.) 

Mr. Bcecher threw his sealskin over- 
coat across the back of a chair at Ply- 
mouth Church last '.'ight, and, blowing 
the cold oil the ends of his fingers, began 
to preach on solf-governnient and con- 
trol. He said that every man has a 
problem to work out in life. •'Some 
men," said tho preacher, "who are of 
wonderful intellectual ideas, would 
starve to death if they had to work 
for a living. Men of practical notions 
say what's the use of these intellectual 
■highfalutin' things) They never reach 
for them but to pull them down and 
milk them. Multitudes of men are 
shocked when they hear of any wit 
associated with a man while in 
prayer."

THE DOMINION LIQUOR ACT. 

From the first it was known that stren- 
uous opposition woulil l>o offered to the 
working of the Dominion liquor net in 
Ontario and Nova Scotia; but it was not 
anticipated that Quebec would array itsolf 
Against the act and resist tlio application 
of its clauses to that province. It new ap - 
pears, however, that the Hon. T. J. .). 
Lorangor, a member of the commission 
for the revision and consolidation of the 
laws of Quebec, writes to La Minerve 
to say that in its report the commission 
declares unconstitutional and ultra vires 
the liquor license act enacted by the fed- 
eral parliament last session, and which 
canio into effect on the first inst. ; and that 
the provincial law on the same subject has* 
been consolidated among the statutes of 
Quebec as in full force. Thus a direct 
conflict has been raised between two leg- 
islative bodies as to their respective pow- 
ers in regard to this question, which will 
doubtless be the subject of consideration 
at tho approaching session of the Domin- 
ion and provincial houses. Tho position 
the government of this province will as 
sume is, of course, uncertain us yet, and 
cannot be determined until an attempt 
shall have been made to apply the act 
here. Tho ■change proposed is a sweeping 
one and if suddenly sprung on this coun- 
try will inflict great loss on many men 
who have been always led to believe that 
thoy wore pursuing a perfectly legitimate 
calling. They have hold licenses for years, - 
carry heavy stocks, have made invest 
nsonta and improvements of a permanent 
charactor, and should not now be forced 
to clone out at short notice. None is more 
alive to tho pernicious characte: of tho 
liquor traffic than 27it! Colonist. There 
aro too many licensed houses in Victoria; 
but to roduco the number from 05 to 12 
or 16 almost at once is a change that would 
inflict grave injustice on most of those 
who aro engaged in the traffic which, bad 
as it is, has beon legalized from time im- 
memorial. This is tho sentimental side 
of tho quoetion to which a government 
cannot bo expected to give heed. But 
thero is tho constitutional nspoet which 
will havo to bo met. The question is, has 
the federal parliament the power to re- 
gulate tho liquor traffic? Mr. Mowat 
claims that sub-section 9 of section 92, 
British North America Act, confers tho 
power on the legislatures of the different 
provinces. The section and sub-sectiou 
read as follows: 

"92. In each province the legislature 
may exclusively make laws in relation to 
matters coming within the clauses of sub- 
jects next hereinafter enumerated, that is 
to say :- - 

"9. Shop, saloon, tavern, auctioneer 
and other liconses in order to the raising 
of a revenue for provincial, local or muni- 
cipal purposes." 

Tho Dominion Gouernment claim that 
section 91, sub-section 2, of the same act, 
confers upon them the right to "regulate 
trade and commerce'," and upon that 
claim they base their action on the liquor 
act. If the opinion of Mr. Loranger is 
sharod by the' Quebec government, there 
will soon bo two sets of licenses in force 
in that province, as well ;'.h in Ottawa and 
Nova Scotia — thofco issued by the author- 
ity of the Dominion act and those issued 
by the authority of tho local act. Then 
will como an appeal to the Supreme Court 
and from there to the privy council. An 
attempt to enforce the act here will prob- 
ably provoke a like result, and nothing 
can or will be done to lessen tho evils of 
tho liquor traffic fid- a long titno. Legal 
gentlemen of high standing bore any that 
the law is ultra rues; and dealers will not 
submit to the enforcement of the regula- 
tions without a struggle. The point to 
be decided is a deltcato one and is des- 
tined to create much bad blood between 
tho Dominion and the different 'provinces 
before it is finally disposed of. 

iVOMANS SUFFRAGE IN ON- 
TARIO. 

The question of woman's suffrage has 
taken a strong hold in Ontario. The 
president of the Woman's Suffrage Associ- 
ation writes to thu Toronto nowspapers: 
"In order to test the feeling of Ontario in 
tho matter a circular was rocontly ad- 
dressed to every municipality in the pro- 
vince, asking it to petition our local legis- 
lature to extend tho full franchise to 
those women who possess the qualifica- 
tions which entitle men to vote. Already 
u very large number of such petitions 
have boon sont to me duly signed and 
sealed, and I am advised that a number 
of others have been forwarded to tho 
inemborti for the respective ridings. 
Among them aro those from important 
councils of Ottawa, Kingston, Ooderich, 
Thorold, Ridgutown, VVelland, Hawkoa- 
bury and many of the townships." 

CUSTOMS MA TTEES. 

An Ottawa dispatch to the St. John 
Sun says: — "The two facts which tho cus- 
toms returns or tho tivo months of the 
present fiscal year since 1st July last, 
bring out most prominently are: First, 
that notwithstanding tho poor harvest of 
the fall now past, the exports woro §4,- 
118, M7 more than the value of tho im- 
ports in tho same period, the exports hav- 
ing been 854,17i,<H<> and tho imports 
$50,066,409. Secondly, that thu de- 
creases in the revenue during that period 
are upon articles Canada can manufacture, 
while the increase is upon articles wo do 
not manufacture. Another fact of groat, 
iaportance is that tho^importation of ma- 



chinory into Canada has during thu years 
1881, 1882 and 1833 been 80,188,770 
against §1,822,570 worth imported in 
1S70, 1877 and 1878. In tho fiscal year 
ended last Juno 30th thero wus more- ma- 
chinery in value imported than in all 
three of tho years 1870, 1877 and 1878." 



School matters. 



To tiik EniTOlt: — Tho teachers havo 
generally, I believe, expressed great dis- 
satisfaction at the changes introduced 
into the public school system under the 
late ministry. They think that the inno- 
vations wore invariably disadvantageous 
to them, and that thoy were intended to 
be so. It scorns surprising, then, that 
thoy never, as a body, made any public 
atatoment of thoir views and grievances. 
Of courso, thoir causo was warmly es- 
poused by the opposition press, but a di- 
rect appeal to the public from the teachers 
themselves would probably have been 
more effective. Also, they never associat- 
ed themselves together for their common 
defence; wheroas, if thoy had done so, 
they would havo caused as much trouble 
to thoir opponunts as tho metuhprs of any 
other trado or profession who ful in a pro- 
tective union. 

Agreeing with the majority of the teach- 
ers that the changes introduced were in- 
jurious to them, and that they woro 
conceived in a spirit of hostility, I will, 
however, confine my criticisms to two 
points, the issue of certificates and tho 
powers of trustees. In this letter wo will 
consider tho issue of certificates. The 
first question that suggests itself is this : 
What is the uao of this laborious grading 
of the teachers! Tho holder of a first- 
class certificate reaps no advantage from 
it He gflt.li no increase of salary nor a 
better school. Therefore it would seem 
to be sufficient to have merely a pass ex 
amination — to require each candidate to 
possess a certain modicum of instruction 
and to exact no more. At present the 
possessor of a first class certificate may 
have the worst school in tho province, 
while a teacher who has passed in the 
lowest grade may havo one of the best. 

Howevor, the p. esent method of exam- 
ining the teachers having been adopted 
will no doubt bo continued; but why these 
continued re-examinational Only short 
term certificates being granted, tho pros- 
pects for thoso who remain in the profes- 
sion is sufficiently humiliating. A person 
may bo engaged in tuition for twenty or 
thirty years; he may have grown gray in 
teaching; still he will be periodically 
hauled up for re-examination, One would 
think that anyone woubj see the absurdity 
"f such a regulation as soon as it is fairly 
I stated. How can it be supposed that a 
' man can forgot the subjects which ho is 
| constantly teaching! According to that a 
! mechanic must bo liable to forget liis 
trade when he is working at it day by day. 
If such an arrangement is propor for 
teachers then tho examiners themselves 
ought to bo continually re-examined. 
IVrhaps teachers in the lowest class 
should be considerd as in a probationary 
state, and might bo called on for re-exam- 
ination, but. I can see no good reason why 
those of higher grado should not got cer- 
tificates for life, as they do in other 
countries. It socms as if it woro desired 
to keep thorn in a dependent position as 
muck r.: possible. Apparently it is sup- 
posed that if they havo life certificates 
they will not bo sufficiently subservient. 

We may regard public school teachers 
as civil service etnployos. Thoy are on- 
titled thon to tho same privileges and im- 
munities us other members of the civil 
service. Now whotl any person has once 
passed a satisfactory examination for the 
civil service ho is not periodically called 
on to undergo a frosh examination in or- 
der to see if ho retains his knowledge. 
Why then is this exception made against 
the teachers? Again, who ever heard of 
lawyers, parsons ur physicians being re- 
quired to undergo re-examination! When 
they have ouco passed the required lest 
they are allowedto practice thoir profes- 
sions through life without further trouble. 
Why it should be different with thu schol- 
astic profession is not easy to see. 
In defence of short term certificates 
it is alleged that the programme of 
examination is liable to be altered 
andthat the teachers should bo able to 
pass according to latest standard. Lut 
surely it cannot bo necessary to change 
the standard every four or years. I think 
that tho educational authorities here 
ought to decide definitely on the pro- 
gramme to be adopted for the higher 
classes, and let it remain fixed at that. If 
it is desired that the first-class certificate 
should corresponod to t In; "grammar 
school certificate" of Canada, thou 50 per 
cent, at least of the possible marks ought, 
to bo required in two languages, especially 
when wo consider the easiness of the 
classical papers. It will be observed that 
not even prose composition is given. In 
fuct the papers aio not as difficult as th -so 
usually Bent to tho upper classes in Eng- 
lish grammar schools. I do not object to 
the standard having been raised, but to 
the hesitating and tentative manner in 
which it has been done. 

In conclusion I would call attention to 
the following fact: In the eastern cities of 
the neighboring republic four years aro 
(or at least were a little while ago) the 
average period during which public school 
teachers remained in their profession, and 
I have no doubt it is somewhat the same 
in the Dominion. Tho avocation is so un- 
popular that it is mostly abandoned at tho 
first available opportunity. This being 
tho case is it not extreme impolicy by 
heaping humiliating and degrading re- 
strictions on teachers to endeavor to make 
their position even more irksome and 
painful than it is ( A Teacher.

Ho will then probably 
bo astonished at two things: first the ro- 
mantic position of tho cetnotory and tho 
magnificence of tho view therefrom, and 
second the wretched manner in which the 
cemetery is kept up, and its appearance of 
utter neglect. He would, no doubt, how- 
uvor,think that this was owing to want of 
funds. Ho would, however, bo more as 
tonishod if told what is tho fact, that tho 
revenue from tho cemetery last year was 
ovor §'.1(200, and that tho city of Victoria 
took this money and expended on the 
cetnotory in all about 8800, and that the 
city was heavily in dfibt to the cemetery;

KOOTENAY. 

Hon. Sir. Smitho presented a copy of 
Mr. Farwell's report on tho lato Koote- 
nay surveys. Mr. Sproat's report was so 
lengthy (999 pages) that tho printers had 
not yet finished it. 

Mr. Galbraith was glad Mr. Sproat 
could find so much to write about Kooto- 
nay; it showed there must be a good deal 
in the country after all. (Laughtor.) 
He also mentioned that ho had boon 
misroported in the Standard in regard to 
the resolution with reference to the collec- 
tion of small debts and also in being sub- 
stituted for Mr. Martin as withdrawing 
tho amendment to hoist Mr. Etaybould a 
bill. 

PRIVILEGE. 
Mr. Heaven said that during the lato 
debate on tho coal mines amendment bill 
an unparliamentary expression lyid been 
applied to him by the hon. tho provincial 
secretary. Ho had refrained from mak- 
ing previous allusion to it, with tho im- 
pression that tho hon . gentleman would 
make proper amonds. That hon. gentle- 
man had not dona so, and now, much as 
ho regretted it, he was compolled to call 
the matter to the attention of the speaker 
who, he hoped, would prevent a repeti- 
tion of such scenes where personalities 
were so freely bandied. 

Hon. Mr. Smithe said ho thought the 
leader of tho opposition had been the in- 
stigator of tho term that had been ap- 
plied to him and had by his insinuations 
called down upon himself the expressions 
uttered by the provincial secretary. Since 
the last speaker had not chosen to en- 
lighten the house with regard to his- re- 
marks on tho occasion alluded to he (Mr. 
Beaven) sliould have been tho last to re- 
fer to the matter and until that gentle- 
man was prepared to withdraw his in- 
sinuation or explain in n fair ant 
manner what his charge was, he had no 
right to demand that any notice should be 
taken of the occurrence. 

Mr. lieavon said tho hon. gentleman 
had mistaken his (Mr. Beaven's) last 
words. Ho had not alluded to the scene 
that occurred in so far as it affected him- 
self but to call attention to tho breaches 
of privilege that were so constantly oc- 
curring. He might say that the pro- 
vincial secretary in acting as he did at the 
time alluded to had evidently misunder 
atood the drift of his (tho speaker's) re- 
marks. The sooner the fact was estab- 
lished that members could not be allowed 
to uso language in the house that was not 
tolerated outside, the better for the credit 
of tho members and house generally. 

Hon. Mr. Robson sincerely regretted 
as far as ho was personally concerned, hav- 
ing been "shut in" so to speak on tho oc- 
casion alluded to when using the language he 
did. Tho leader of the opposition had 
just endeavored to make out that a per- 
sonal attack had been made upon him by 
tho speaker. Ho (Mr. Robson) had 
used the words under great 
provocation, but he had used thorn 
advisedly, and Mr. Boavon, so far 
from blaming him, Bhould actually thank 
him for having boon furnished with a 
public opportunity to explain. He would 
ask whether an attack auch as had been 
made upon him was not of a moat coward- 
ly character because it gave him no oppor- 
tunity to rofuto a chargo which did not 
tako a substantial form? If the loader of 
the opposition would state that ho with- 
drew his insinuation and would apologizo 
for his conduct ho would bo willing to 
withdraw tho language he had used. 

Mr. Speaker said that tho words were 
at the time taken down by the clerk by 
the desire of a member, and this relieved 
him from further action in tho matter and 
imposed tho responsibility upan the houso. 
Ho much regretted theso personal allu- 
sions which wore very discreditable and 
impeded the business of the houso. 

Mr. Galbraith thought the hon. pro- 
vincial secretary had misconstrued there- 
marks of the leader of the opposition, who 
was singularly froo from any disposition 
to bring personalities into politic*'. 

Mr. Duck said this was one of tho 
reaulta of bringing private matters into 
politics (hear). The prov. secreliry in al- 
luding to a report that Mr. Beaven em- 
ployed Chinese had, ho thought, made a 
personal allusion. He did not think, 
either, that Mr. Beavon's romarks at all 
called for the strong term that had been 
applied to h.'.m. It was certainly a mis- 
understanding on both sides. 

Mr. Beaven said if he had said any- 
thing at the time at all disrespectful to 
tho house he would havo been one of tho 
first to apologize, but he did not think 
such was the case. Hia language had not 
warranted the construction put upon it 
Mr. Speaker said that an understand- 
ing had better be arrived at at onco (hear, 
hear), 

Hon. Mr. Robson said tho scene had 
been correctly reported in the papers. Tho 
loader of tho opposition had not only 
insinuated that he had a chargo to bring 
against hiin (Mr. R.) but when called up- 
on had repeatedly said he would lake his 
own time (hear, hear). Time lor what i 
Did not this infer that he had a charge to 
make ? He had taken the remark in this 
light and so, ho felt sure,had othor mem- 
bers understood it. 

Mr. Beaven said ho had never made 
any charge against the provincial secre- 
tary. Ho had boon misroported and would 
never apologize for words lie had never ut- 
tered. 



of the provinco, shall pay the government 
a sum of §10, provided that no fee shall 
be payable if tho appointment be for a 
rural district or locality. 

Hon. Mr. Davie said ho could not agree 
with tho mover. There was no occasion 
in many localities for notaries public, and 
thore was therefore no need for their ap- 
pointment. At the seaport towns the case 
was different. On tho mainland and in- 
terior thero was nothing a justico of the 
peace could not do that a notary could. 
None were, therefore, roquirod in these 
localities, and such boiug tho case no ap- 
pointments should be made. 

Mr. Helgesen thought tho amendment 
proposed was better adapted to tho case 
than the clause proposed to be struck out. 

Mr. Dingwall would like to see tho 
clause as amended passed. There was not 
work enough in his district for a notary lo 
warrant tho charge of a fee for the same, 
but at tho same time when settlers re- 
quired one they had to go down to Na- 
naimo and perhaps wait a fortnight bo- 
fore being able to roturn. If no fee was 
charged for tho appointment for outlying 
districts it would induce some person to 
accept the position, which would bo vory 
convenient to the sottlers on sonio occa- 
sions. 

Hon. Mr. Robson said great hardships 
had boon entailod on persons who had 
been obiiged to travel many miles owing 
to tho absence of a notary. Even if the 
clause accommodated one settlor only it 
wis a duty to consider that one, when, as 
in this case, it did not affect the rights of 
others (hear, hoar). 

Mr. Semlin said that in many cases it 
was difficult to get persons to ac- 
cept the position of a J. P., who would, 
perhaps, instantly accept that of a notary 
public Tho latter appointment was no 
great distinction and not productive of 
any alarming profits. It was as necessary 
where a J. P. could not bo obtainod to 
have a notary public, and he should sup- 
port the clause as ametided- 

Mr. McLoese took the views of tho hon. 
provincial secretary, but would like to 
add to his amendment after tho words 
810 the word* "if appointed for two or 
more districts. " Tina would, ho thought, 
meet the case.

KOOTENAY AND COLUMBIA BAIL WAY. 

The House then wont into committee 
on tho Kootonay and Columbia Railway 
manly Act amendment bill, Mr. Cowan in tho 
chair. Tho chief clause provided that 
nothing in tho "Columbia and Kootonay 
Railway and Transportation Company 
Act, 1S83,'' contained, shall auihorize 
tho company to establish a line of steam- 
ships between tho province of British 
Columbia and any British or foreign coun- 
try. Carried. 

The committee rose and reported the 
bill complete without amendments. 

HKCOVERY OF SMALL DEB IS. 

It was moved that the resolution of tho 
committee on this question be read a sec- 
ond time. 

Hon. Mr. Smitho said when ho voted 
for tho resolution in committee he did 
not intend to aid the government in 
placing such power its was proposed in tho 
hands of J. P. 'a. The question he had 
supported wsb one giving greater jurisdic- 
tion to J. P.'b, but not to tho extont of 
deciding on debts a3 largo as 6100. He 
thought this was too much. If ?50 were 
made tho maximum it would bo more 
suitable. 

Mr. Duck, the movor of tho resolution, 
had no objection. 

Hon. Mr. Davie said one of the troubles 
and not tho least one that would arise if 
this resolution passed would be that 
neighbors would bo constantly quarrel- 
ling. A J. P. would hivo tho invidious 
task of deciding betweon his own noar 
neighbors and it would be impossible to 
prevent private feelings influencing decis- 
ioos. (Hear, hsar ) It was principally for 
this reason that tho Supremo Court 
judges wero placed in a position indepen- 
dent of their surrounding i. If this reso- 
lution had the effect of bringing diBcurd 
into communities whoro peace had hith- 
erto reigned he was strictly opposed to it. 
This would certainly bo tho oase, and liti- 
gation, appeals and endless expense would 
bo the only outcome of it. (Hear, hear ) 
Mr. Galbraith could not agreo with tho 
last Bpeaker. J. P.'s on the American 
side had a similar puwer as was here a-uk- 
ed for. They were appointed by a High 
Qommissioner and no dissatisfaction re- 
sulted from their judgments. If a bill 
was passed as proposed and found to fail 
to meet tho desired end, ho would bo one 
of tho first to movo its repeal. 

Mr. John said a good many hon, mem- 
bers had run down tho J. P.'s of the 
province. They wore a most honorable 
class of men. (Hear, hear.) Ho would 



Mr. Somlin said great discomfort would 
be entailed upon settlers who might wish 
to collect a debt if this measure was not 
passed. The question would arise with 
them as to whether it was- worth while to 
lot tho debt go, or to travel fifty miles or 
more to the nearest court to obtain judg- 
ment, 

Mr. Duck said J. P's. must bo consid- 
ered competent as there was an act before 
tho house giving them greater power than 
this resolution proposod. He was willing 
the sum should bo limited to $50. 

The resolution was lost.

Dear Sir— I havo the honor to 
send you a memorial, signed by 108 
members of Parliament, in favor of 
granting the parliamentary franchise 
to women who possess the statutory 
qualifications.

The ceremony wa-t 
without precedent and was conducted with 
oriental pomp. After salutations wero 
exchanged the king expresaod the hope 
that the severity of.tho treaty stipulated 
between the two countries would be miti- 
gated and assured the king of our sym- 
pathy and good will. 

EASTERN STATES. 
Bradford, Ph., Jan. 15. — A stream of 
waate oil flowing from a tank across tho 
Bradford, Bordello and Renzau Railroad 
caught fire this morning. Tho passenger 
train from Wellsville for Bradford ran into 
it and the train was immediately envel- 
oped in flames. The track for a distance 
of 100 yards was covorod with fire. Both 
engines exploded tiring the oil, which 
Bpread on hurricane winds and enveloped 
the doomed train which in an iiiBtant was 
in flames so intense that tho heat of the 
windows cracked and fell in leas than it 
takes to write. The passengor coach and 
baggage car were converted into a seeth- 
ing, hissing mass of tiro. The coach was 
filled. There was a rush for doors, but 
the heat was so intense that the panic- 
stricken passengers were driven back and 
forced to jump through the windows, 
lauding in snow. A relief train with sur- 
geons and cots was dispatched to the 
scene. Upon arrival a terrible scone 
presented itself. The passenger coach 
and baggage car were smoking ruins. The 
engine lay on its back having turned a 
complete somersault. As far aa definitely 
known only three porsons (women) were 
burned to death; thirtcon other persons 
are seriously burned and a number will 
die.

EUROPE. 
Liverpool, Jan. 15.— Steamer from 
Siam with Barnum's white elephant, has 
arrived.

— A Press dispatch 
states that the display of eneruy exhibited 
at Woolwich arsenal, and the arrival thero 
of iinmenBeatortfSjSuchaaardrequirnrl by an 
army on the march has given riso to a be- 
lief that the English cabinet has decided 
to forward reinforcements to tho army in 
Egypt. A mountain batiery, harnesses 
and pack Baddies for camp, and a pair of 
camels were shipped to day. 

London, Jan. 15. — Chamberlain, presid- 
ent of the. board of trado, delivered a 
speech at Newcastle to night referring to 
Irish alfairs. He insisted that tho im- 
proved state of Ireland was due to the 
land net rather than the crimes act, and 
severely censured tho recent language of 
the Parnellites towards Earl Spencor,lord 
lieutenant of Ireland, and condemned 
Trevolyan, chief secretary, concerning 
Egypt. Chamberlain said it was the duty 
of her majesty 'b government to clear Eng- 
land of the duties which she has assumed, 
duties which she cannot neglect. She 
cannot abandon Egypt to anarchy and on 
the other hand she most not go back on 



the assurances given to Egypt. It was a 
task more difficult than waa supposed and 
its accomplishment might occupy longer 
time than anticipated.

Toronto, Jan. 7. — McClung, Briggs &

The tire was not got under 
control before midnight. Messrs. Mc-
